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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, Applicant(s) argued that 
The prior art doe not teach or suggest "causing said host to calculate hash values to determine when a data change exists and causing 
said host to synchronize said host database with said form data when said data change exists." 

In reply to this argument, Champagne discloses synchronizing the records of host database with the received records of the remote 
database (page 5, paragraph [0060]. However, Champagne does not explicitly disclose wherein synchronizing includes calculating hash 
value to determine if a data change exists. "Boothby discloses the information sent to the second computer (remote computer) can 
include information identifying the deleted records or added records (data change), and the information can also include a code based 
which may be a hash number (page 1 , paragraph [0013] and page 3, paragraph [0036]) 

The amended limitations such as "causing said host to calculate hash values to determine when a data change exists" incorporating 
into independent claim 1 , thus the scope of the dependent claims 2-4 and 6-12 would change since they depends on claim 1 . Therefore, 
further consideration is required. 

Also, the amended limitations "determining a first hash value based on said form data, determining a second hash value based on a 
record of said host database corresponding to said form data, and determining whether there is a difference between said first hash value 
and said second hash value" incorporating into dependent claim 5 is new, and thus they would require further search and consideration. 
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
